Posters offer reward for killing pope

Police in Amsterdam, Netherlands, arrested four men 
April 17 who were caught putting up posters offering a 
$4,400 award for the assassination of Pope John Paul II 
during his scheduled May 11-15 visit to the Netherlands. 


The posters carried a picture of the pope with his head 
ringed by the sights of a gun. Dozens were put up around 
the city. 


“AFTER TWO earlier (assassination) attempts, it 
must succeed this time,’’ the message on the posters said. 


Pope John Paul was shot and wounded May 13, 1981, 
in St. Peter’s Square by Mehmet Ali Agca, a Turk 
allegedly involved in an assassination conspiracy with 
seven other men. On May 12, 1982, a young man 
identified as a former member of French Archhbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre’s Fraternity of St. Pius X was stopped as 
he ran wielding a bayonet toward the pope during the 
pope’s visit to the Marian shrine at Fatima, Portugal. 


The posters said the pope must be killed because he 
belonged to a ‘‘criminal and fascist-like organization’? — 
the Catholic Church — responsible for torture and 
repression throughout the ages. 


THE. POSTERS were signed by four groups. which 
police said they had heard of but knew little about. 


‘The groups were identified as the Militant 
Autonomous Front,. the Northern Terror Front, 
Autonomous. 80 and the Workers’ Autonomy of the 
Netherlands. 


Police spokesman Klaas Wilting said authorities were 
taking the poster threat seriously and had launched an 
investigation. 


THE FOUR men were being held on charges of 
“‘incitement to an attack on the life or freedom of the head 
of-.a friendly nation.’’ The crime carries a maximum 
15-year prison sentence. 


In Canada, Thomas Brigham, a 65-year-old US. 
citizen, went on trial April 15 charged with murder in 


connection with a bomb blast at Montreal’s railroad 


station last September, 10 days before Pope John Paul 
began his Canadian visit. 


Authorities had received notes warning of the blast and 
containing rambling threats against the pope. 


St. Rita youth leader joins thousands at jubilee in Rome

SAN DIEGO — Among the thousands who flocked to 
Rome for the March 26-April 8 Youth Jubilee was Patty 
Lawrence, youth minister for St. Rita parish. 


Sent as the representative of the Diocese of San Diego, 
Lawrence was one of 55 youth ministers from the United 
States who traveled to Rome at the invitation of Pope 
John Paul II as part of the U.N.-sponsored International 
Youth Year celebration. 


THE GATHERING gave 200,000 youth ministers 
and young adults from 70 nations the opportunity ‘“‘to 
share and pray in the spirit of Easter,’’ Lawrence said 
after her return. 


‘Being with other youth ministers’? was the 
‘highlight’? of the trip, she said. She was especially 
impressed with those who had come from South America 
and Iron Curtain countries. 


With so ‘‘many internal problems’’ in South America, 
it was ‘‘overpowering’’ to be with people from that area, 
she explained. 


THE CONTINGENTS from South America and 
Spain comprised the largest group, Lawrence said. The 
Spanish-speaking groups were a ‘“‘boost to all’’ the 
participants because the various nationalities joined 
together as an ‘‘integrated’’ group, she said, adding that 


‘when 


unfortunately the English-speaking participants did not 
come together. 


Youth ministers and young people who had journeyed 
from behind the Iron Curtain gave Lawrence the “‘chills’’ 
she realized the 
difficulties they had 
overcome to attend ‘the 
pilgrimage. ‘“‘It made me 
thankful for the freedom we 
have’’ in the United States, 
she added. 

During the jubilee, an 
airplane dropped leaflets 
which asked people to pray 
so that those in Iron Curtain 
countries may be permitted 
to practice their faith freely, 
she said. 


THE U.S. GROUP hada 
March 30 papal audience, 
Lawrence said. Although 
she did not have the Patty Lawrence 
opportunity to shake his hand, she said the pope is “‘so 
charismatic.”’

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Thousands assemble 
at FIRE Rally here

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘At least in San Diego it’s the largest 
Catholic gathering that I’ve ever been at,’’ Msgr. John 
Dickie said to about 6,000 people who attended the April 
20 FIRE Rally at the Sports Arena. The crowd appeared 
to have swelled to about 7,000 for the closing Mass, 
celebrated by Bishop Leo T. Maher and about 25 
concelebrants. 


FIRE, which stands for faith, intercession, repentance 
and evangelization, was led by Ralph Martin, Ann 
Shields, Father Michael Scanlan and Father John 
Bertolucci. 


MARTIN, WHO spoke about faith, mentioned this 
area’s ‘‘year-round warmth’’ and his hope to ‘‘match the 
natural climate of San Diego with the supernatural 
climate of God’s Holy Spirit.’’ 


Martin is a husband and father of six. He leads an 
ecumenical Christian community in Ann Arbor, Mich. 
He authored several books, including Crisis of Truth. 


He defined faith as the ‘‘action gift of the Holy Spirit”’ 
and ‘‘knowledge of what was, what is, of what will be.’’ 


“FAITH GIVES us access to the wisdom of God,”’’ 
Martin said, adding that King Solomon could have had 
anything, but asked for wisdgm — ‘“‘knowing that the 
wisdom of God is the most precious thing we can receive 
because it illuminates all of life.’’ 


We live in a world ‘‘deluged in sin’’ and we “‘deserve 
death and sickness and punishment,’’ but Jesus’ on the 
cross took on ‘‘the curse’’ we deserve, he said. 


‘“‘The power of sin has been broken’’ for the baptized. 
In addition, the baptized need to believe, to pass from 
death to life in ‘‘a real passover,’’ and to ‘‘feed ourselves’’ 
on the bread from heaven; ‘‘Jesus is the bread,”’ he said. 


‘“‘THE CHOICE is heaven or hell. The choice is God 
or the devil... Real things hang on how we respond. Those 
who do hear the word of God have a solemn responsibility 
to respond to it.’” 


‘ ? 


To move from a ‘‘sense of deadness’’ and to repair a 
“‘divided heart,’ we need to turn to Jesus, Father 
Scanlan said in his repentance talk. ‘‘The process of 
moving from where you are”’ toward the way, the truth 
and the life is called repentance, he added. 


He is president of the University of Steubenville, Ohio, 
a Catholic institution. 


PEOPLE TEND to want to reduce their areas of 
responsibility, rather than to expand them. He spoke with 
evident pride as he told how students at the University of 
Steubenville voluntarily expanded their responsibility; 
they hosted a liturgy of reparation for abortion and 
everyone involved with it. 


‘Sin really prevents us from seeing, because we really 
need to see with the eyes of faith...Once you have your 
eyes of faith on...then you are empowered. ..to see what is 
sin in your life...you are empowered to change,’’ Father 
Scanlan said. 


‘‘Paul says rejoice always,’’ he noted, and one needs to 
discover repentance to do so. ‘‘If you don’t know the 
Lord, you are restless...there is a vacancy within and 
you’re not happy. Joy is the reaction to something good in 
our lives. God provides the joy in our lives.”’ 


HE TOLD of a time he was in a Piper Cub airplane 
that was battered by a hailstorm. ‘‘I wasn’t afraid. When 
you’re absolutely certain you are going to die, you’re not 
afraid.’’ He asked for forgiveness and mercy and “I 
experienced...the most completing, exhilarating peace 
and joy I have ever known...I was so happy and I 
understood a truth then that, as a good steward, I have to 
preach over and over.’’ That truth is Jesus is Lord and 
the conqueror of sin. 

Although the ‘‘spirit of the world tries to give sin a good 
name,’’ people need ‘‘to see that sin is death,’’ he added. 

‘‘We simply have to turn to the Lord,”’ he said, just 
before leading the gathering in a prayer of repentance. 

GOD DESIRED to make a ‘‘prayer warrior’’ out of 
Shields, an author, speaker and associate editor of New 
Covenant magazine. 

God wants us ‘‘to be faithful to our prayer,’’ she said in 
her talk on intercession, which means ‘‘to take on a 
particular role.’’

The most easily recognizable aspects of the hospital’s 
Catholic nature is its refusal to sell birth control devices in 
its pharmacy and its policy of not allowing abortions or 
unnecessary tubal ligations to be performed there. 


THE HOSPITAL faces other medical ethics issues 
such as euthanasia, how to best use its resources (money 
and employees) and how to treat its employees. 


Mercy is also wrestling with a policy on Diagnosed 
Related Groups (DRGs). DRG is a government 
classification for people on government health care plans; 
the government sets a limit on how much it will reimburse 
the hospital for a DRG’s stay. If complications arise with 
a DRG and that person’s limit is reached, Mercy would 
have to face not being reimbursed for the care. 

Two groups deal directly with ethical issues, Jablonski 
said. The Ethics Study Group, which was formed more 
than three years ago, hosts open forums for nursing and 
staff to talk about ethical issues. 


THE BIOMEDICAL Ethics Committee, which was 
formed a year and a half ago, meets once every few

months to examine broad issues. Only the medical staff 
belongs to the Biomedical Committee. 


That group is examining the DNR status (‘do not 
resuscitate,’ also known as ‘code, no code’). Someone 
with a DNR status is usually a terminally ill patient who 
chooses not to be put on special equipment to prolong life. 


Dr. Kevin Glynn formed both groups, Jablonski said. 


JABLONSKI PLANS to attach ‘‘measurable criteria’”’ 
to the values espoused by Mercy. When an employee 
feels he or she has received unfair treatment, for example, 
Jablonski wants to be able to say more than just ‘‘that’s 
too bad.’’ He wants to ‘‘define and reinforce’’ the values 
— not just pay lip service to them, he said.

Happy to be Catholic: Amarals enjoy ‘parish-centered’ lives

CLAIREMONT — Butch and Sylvia Amaral attended 
a Cursillo and a Marriage Encounter weekend. 
Challenged by those experiences to share their faith, they 
took the challenge back to their parish. 


‘‘Our lives were parish-centered,’’ Butch said. ‘‘Our 
parish was growing and we needed to be here to see what 
we could do to help it grow stronger,’’ he added. 


THE. AMARALS have been parishioners at St. 
Catherine Laboure Church since it opened in 1960. They 
live a few short blocks from the church. 


Butch and Sylvia are natives of Hawaii and met at a 
dance on the island of Maui, where Sylvia was born. 


They were married in the Church in 1946. They have 
been Catholics since infancy. ‘‘I was always a Catholic. I 
never had to decide whether I wanted to be one,’’ Sylvia 
said. 


BUTCH REMEMBERS deciding to cling to 
Catholicism when he served as an infantryman in World 
War II. ‘‘I think it was being overseas in combat. That 
gave me an awareness that someone was looking after 
me.’’ Several experiences ‘‘convinced’”’ him that God was 
with him. 


A bullet ricocheted off his Sacred Heart medal. He was 
hemmed in by the enemy and was being shot at one time; 
although his clothing was torn by gunfire, he was unhurt, 
he said. 


The Amarals have three children and two grandsons. 
An experience with one of their sons strengthened their 
faith, they agreed. 


ABOUT 10 years ago their eldest son was in a serious 
automobile accident. The boy’s friend was killed in the 
wreck. A policeman told the Amarals it was a ‘‘miracle”’ 
their son survived. ‘‘That brought Butch and I close 
together,’’ Sylvia said. They felt they were being tested 
by God and responded by praying for ‘‘the strength and 
courage to handle it.”’ 


At St. Catherine Laboure, Butch is a Eucharistic 
‘minister. He has facilitated a RENEW small group for 
the last two semesters. They both work at the Bingo 
games. Sylvia teaches CCD. 


Butch is chairman of the service ministries committee 
of the parish council. That group is concerned with the 
parish’s cultural, social and recreational well-being, 
Butch said. 


THEIR PET project is the Senior Marketing 
Program, a community group which distributes food to 
people 50 or older. Sylvia started helping the project when 
it began in 1979. Butch joined her there after he retired 
from Hershey Foods in 1983. 

The program’s headquarters is on College Avenue, but 
it has distribution sites thoughout the city. 

The Amarals distribute fresh produce and bread for the 
program one hour a week at St. Catherine’s Youth 
Center. 

THEY ALSO serve on the San Diego Food Bank 
Salvage Agency Advisory Committee. 

Although retirement can be a time of relaxation, the 
Amarals never seriously considered slowing down. ‘‘A lot

of people, when they retire, for all intents and purposes 
die and get buried 20 years later,’’ Butch said. ‘“We 
didn’t want to do that.”’ 4 


When Butch was in the service, ‘‘We always had a 
sense of community,’’ Sylvia said. At each new 
assignment they acquainted themselves with their 
chaplain. Butch sought ‘‘true involvement’’ in groups 
like the Knights of Columbus and the Holy Name 
Society. 


ST. CATHERINE’S is the finest community they 
have found, the Amarals agreed. Compared to all other 
church communities Butch has been a part of, St, 
Catherine’s is the one that pretty much portrays what our 
Catholic faith is all about.”’ 


‘“‘Our parishioners — we’re there as a family There is 
so much love. It is magnificent,’’ Sylvia said. 


They agreed that the Church provides for them a rich 
faith tradition. ‘‘I can’t imagine anyone not knowing God 
and what their lives would be like. That’s why I’m happy; 
being a Catholic I got to know God. I wish everybody 
would get a chance to,’’ Sylvia said.

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Providing for the common good 


The role of the state in promoting social justice is a key issue 
raised in the first draft of the U.S. bishops’ economics pastoral. 
Addressing the issue, the draft stresses the importance of the 
principle of subsidiarity. 

This principle, central to Catholic social teaching, states that 
government intervention in the economy is justified when it 
provides help indispensable to the common good but beyond the 
competence of individuals or groups of citizens. More important, 
it says that family, neighborhood, church, professional and labor 
groups, all have a dynamic life of their own which government 
must respect. 


Some have charged that the first draft does not do justice to 
this principle. They seem to interpret subsidiarity to mean 
““small is beautiful.’’ 


I’m glad this point is being made. Yet a word of caution is in 
order. To say “‘small is beautiful” is not to say, without a carload 
of qualifications, that the government is best which governs least 
or that ‘“‘big government”’ by definition violates subsidiarity. 


More than 150 years have elapsed since Alexis de Toqueville 
wrote his still widely quoted essay, ‘“Of-the Use Which the 
Americans Make of Public Associations in Civic Life.’’ By 
“‘public associations’? he meant only those ‘‘formed in civil life 
without reference to political objectives.’’ 


De Toqueville thought it very praiseworthy that Americans 
continually form thousands of different associations. ‘“Thus the 
most democratic country on the face of the earth is that in which 
men have, in our time, carried to the highest perfection the art of 
pursuing in common the object of their common desires.”’ 


De Toqueville believed there was a necessary link between the 
principle of association and of equality. ‘‘If men are to remain 
civilized or to become so,’’ he said, ‘‘the art of associating 
together must grow and improve in the same ratio in which the 
equality of conditions is increased.’’ 


De Toqueville’s idealization of voluntary associations served 
to remind readers that, despite perennial American rhetoric, the 
voluntary association, rather than ‘‘individualism,’’ was the key 
to understanding the American social system. 


Throughout the 19th century, most Americans would have 
agreed that voluntary association was a dynamic, progressive 
influence in American life. But by the turn of the century, the 
ideology of voluntarism had become retrogressive in many 
respects. Assumptions about the self-sufficiency and superiority 
of voluntary institutions obstructed adaptation to changing 
conditions. 


Nowhere, according to Dr. Roy Lubove of the University of 
Pittsburgh, did the rigidities of the voluntary creed prove more 
disastrous than in social-welfare legislation, as demonstrated by 


efforts to enact a comprehensive economic-security program 
before the 1930s. 


In areas such as low-cost housing, medical care and urban 
planning, voluntarism became, says Lubove, ‘‘the great 
American substitute for social action and policy... Voluntary 
institutions failed to respond to mass needs, but thwarted 


governmental efforts to do so.”’ 


We have yet to achieve a thoroughly comprehensive economic- 
security program, and in attempting to meet this need the 
principle of subsidiarity should be an important guide. But it 
would be unfortunate if it were so narrowly and simplistically 
interpreted that government was prevented from playing its own 
indispensable role in the field of social justice and economic 
planning.

‘Discipline needed’ 


I sympathize totally with Rose 
Agrusa’s letter concerning the difficulties 
encountered by children and their parents 
in their efforts to satisfy the diocesan 
guidelines for the reception of the 


sacraments. 
However, we must not allow our 
reasoning to be obscured by our 


emotions. It has been my experience as a 
cathechist that parents as well as children 
are often appallingly ignorant in religious 
matters. The Church has recognized the 
existence of such ignorance and 
formulated guidelines designed with the 
purpose of helping all of us (cathechists 
included) to become a little more aware of 
the transcendent nature of the sacraments 
and of the grace they confer. 


These goals are not going to be 
accomplished if we allow the 
circumvention of rules simply because we 
find that they introduce elements of 
hardship into our personal lives. Love 
without discipline is no love. 


Exceptions can be and are often given. 
But it is unfortunately true that once 
exceptions begin to be given we all begin 
to clamor to be granted one. The result? 
The breakdown of discipline within the 
Church and the massive ignorance of our 
people of even the most rudimentary 
notions of the faith, which makes them 
ripe for fundamentalism and the cults. 


Yes, love is the only thing that 
ultimately matters; but such a love must 
be tempered by reason. Reason tells us 
that it is sugar-coated sentimentalism to 
allow our kids to receive the sacraments 
without adequate preparation and then 
send them into a largely secularized, 
technified and bureaucratized society that 
is in most cases indifferent to our faith. 
Under such circumstances the wolves will 
devour the lambs.

I am sure that every day you pose questions to yourselves: 
what can we do to be of service to our people? And what can we 
do to enable our people to fulfill their role of service to their 
fellow human beings?

Am | a good shepherd? 


A news broadcast yesterday mentioned an investigation 
that is being instigated against a drug rehabilitation 
center whose methods have been charged to be 
unorthodox, destructive and ‘‘cultic.’’ I was reminded of 
the cultism of the last two decades in California and the 
rest of the country, and the attraction that this kind of 
community experience and submission to a central 
authority figure has had for so many young people. 


It has been a very sad era. In the crisis of belief 
following the last World War and the feelings of futility 
and betrayal that came out of Korea and Vietnam, the 
cults and gurus that proliferated during that time were a 
desperate substitute for the true religious belief which 
much of society had abandonded. Today, more and 
more, there is a swing back to at least a form of 
Christianity, if not a wholesale return to mainline 
churches. 


WE DO NOT do well as a people without religious 
belief. We do not, in fact, live toward personal 
fulfillment without specific beliefs. And if we do live well 
and with growing fulfillment, chances are — whatever we 
may claim — that we are living according to Christian 
principles. ; 


Jesus, in His remarkable percipience, understood 
exactly what might befall those of us who look away from 


Him in our search for meaning in life. ‘‘I am the gate of -

the sheepfold,’’ He said, ‘‘All others who have come are 
thieves and brigands...The thief comes only to kill and 
destroy...the hired man has no concern for the sheep.”’ 


I am the gate and anyone who enters through me will 
be safe; he will go freely in and out, Jesus promised. 


There is something so liberating in that phrase: he will go © 


freely in and out. It is a promise of great privilege. A 
promise of access to the ‘‘sheepfold,’’ the kingdom to 
which Jesus is the entry. To come in and go out freely 
makes us true members of the fold, true children of God. 
It is the freedom to be where we are born to be and who 
we are born to be. 


THE FREEDOM He offers us is one of choice but also 
of self-discipline. There is never coercion, never threat 
or penalty. The freedom is not one which allows us to 
behave as we choose without regard for the effect of our 
behavior on others, or on our own total health. It is not 
one which allows us to break moral or civil laws with 
impunity, unless they are destructive to our unity with 
Him. It is a freedom which allows the personal freedom of 
others and respects their choice while remembering that 


what God sees as desirable for us is also wholly liberating. . 


The more we are bound to Him through Jesus the greater 
our personal freedom. 


Those cults — whether pseudo-religious, political or 
commercial — which have tried to imitate this 


paradoxical element of religious belief by adherence to 
some prominent figurehead have always come to grief in 
the end. Commitment to a dogma or submission to a 
central authority can only be personally liberating and of 
lasting fulfillment if both dogma and authority are 
selfless, self-donating, motivated by unfailing love and 
positively benevolent power. And where on earth could 
we find that? 


We can realize just what it means to ‘‘go freely in and 
out’’ when we consider that the worst punishment we lay 
on those who break our laws is to deprive them of the right 
to go freely in and out. We imprison our law-breakers. 
We deprive them of the ability to come and go, a thought 
so abhorrent to us that we consider it retribution enough 
for even serious crimes. 


BUT, ACCORDING to John, Jesus promises us, not 
punishment but forgiveness, and the right to go freely 
‘‘and be sure of finding pasture’’ if we enter through 
Him. He promises us safety and freedom but also warns 
that ‘‘the one who enters through the gate is the shepherd 
of the flock’’ not a hired hand. The gatekeeper lets him 
in. So we are called not only for ourselves but to take on 
the mission of the shepherd and lead others through the 
gate to their own safety and freedom. Our going in and 
out means nothing if we do not also bring others to the 
freedom of their own coming and going; if we are also not 
good shepherds. 


Carmel Valley Cemetery

In a recent Parade magazine article, comedian Eddie 
Murphy apologized to homosexuals, Lucille Ball, Red 
Skelton, Jackie Gleason and anyone else offended by his 
humor, particularly his use of earthy language. 


His open apology is worth considering for all of us. I 
suspect we all offend others, intentionally or otherwise, 
and wish we could apologize, but many of these people 
have passed out of our lives. Others are strangers we may 
not even know we offended. 


AND THEN there are those awful incidents of 
memory that still bring a flush to our faces years later 
because of an offensive act or statement of ours that 
embarrassed or hurt someone in our midst. Recalling 
them is a bit of purgatory. 


Apology is an act of reconciliation, which is a 
fundamental element of our faith. If each of us were given 
a public opportunity to apologize, what would we list? I 
invite readers to reflect on their list. Here is mine. 


I would like to apologize to those parents of high 
schoolers I taught 20 years ago when I caused anguish and 
tension for them and their child by making a big deal out 
of a misbehavior which I’ve come to recognize as normal 
or insignificant. Having teens of my own, I realize that

_ DURING WORLD War I, the Mt. Carmel Valley 
Ranch was used to care for 22 neglected children. The 
Sisters managed this extra burden with charitable 
donations. Not many accounts were kept of vegetables, 
especially beans, that were sold in 1918, and a small dairy 
farm which produced milk for the hospital. Mother Mary 
Michael Cummings was given permission to use the bean 
money: for the construction of a new surgery at the 
hospital. Taxes each year amounted to $350. Nine men 
were employed for the dairy and ranch work. 


In 1919, the possibility of leasing the ranch for one year 
arose. Certain people believed that there was oil on the 
property. If oil was found, 12.5 barrels out of 100 
were to be paid to the Sisters, and the company reserved 


the right to drill wherever it was thought best, with 
freedom to build access roads. Farming was to continue as 
usual. However, this oil venture never materialized. 


In 1935, the General Council of the Sisters of Mercy 
gave permission to sell Mt. Carmel Ranch for a minimum 
of $100,000. Three years later, the possibility arose for 
selling the property to the State of California for the use of 
a penal farm. There were 1,040 acres, but the federal 
government had already approved a site in Chino and a 
loan of $2.5 million. The State Acquistion Committee 
would not select a better site than Chino for fear of losing 
the big loan. Political obstacles in the way were 
insurmountable. To keep the Chino site rather than the 
Carmel Valley area, the state had to condemn the Chino 
property. The Sisters, however, eventually disposed of all 
but 10.69 acres.

I WOULD apologize for asking a woman when her 
baby was due when she wasn’t pregnant. I wish I could 
erase that ear-burning incident from my memory forever. 


And to the woman who recently told me she was getting 


her degree at a college I just finished castigating for its low 
standards. 


I would like to apologize to all those people I meet who 
hug me and ask about my children by name while I can’t 
remember theirs or, indeed, place them at all. I’ve given 
up pretending and now say, ‘‘I’m sorry but I just can’t 
come up with your name.’’ For those who are hurt by 
this, I apologize. It is not as much an indication of your 
worth as of my overloaded and fading memory. 


FINALLY, I apologize for interrupting, for 
unintentionally stepping in line in front of others, for 
judging situations before I know the full facts, for blaming 
others for my own bad mood, for intruding when I 
shouldn’t, for being unresponsive when somebody needs 
to talk, for telling others how they think and feel and for 
not wanting to prolong a phone conversation.

. NEW YORK (NC) — “‘I don’t recommend being an 
American man trying to interpret American women to 
Roman men,’’ Archbishop Thomas Kelly of Louisville, 
Ky., said April 14 at St. James Cathedral in Brooklyn. 


A participant in the cathedral’s annual Shepherds 
Speak series, which brings bishops from across the 
country to speak on topics of current interest, Archbishop 
Kelly made the remark in discussing the work of the 
commission set up at Vatican direction to study religious 
life in the United States. 


BESIDES HIM, the commission includes Archbishop 
John Quinn of San Francisco as chairman and Bishop 
Raymond Lessard of Savannah, Ga. 


When a nun suggested a need for finding ways 
American women could speak for themselves in Rome, 
Archbishop Kelly replied, ‘‘Oh, yes. Believe me, I long 
for that.’’ 


He said that Vatican agencies intended to serve the 
Religious have themselves become ‘‘instruments of 
contention,’’ and that tensions have arisen between the 
Religious and the Holy See ‘‘such as we have not known 
for a long time.’’ He said he was working to reduce the 
tensions and thought it could be done. 


INITIALLY, SOME Religious expressed fears that 
the Quinn commission was meant to be a repressive force, 
curbing the freedom of religious orders and returning 
them to more conservative patterns of the past. 


But Archbishop Kelly, himself a member of the 
Dominican order, said in his speech and in an interview 
afterward that the commission’s purpose is positive — to 
help bishops serve Religious better. Though one 
questioner spoke of the archbishop being ‘“‘stuck’’ with 
the job, he said he was happy to serve on the commission 
and joked about wishing it could have been called the 
Kelly commission. 


Archbishop Kelly said some think the problems in 
religious orders stem from. excessive freedom and 
experimentation allowed in the wake of the Second 
Vatican Council in the 1960s. But he said that the real 
problem was a cleavage between bishops and Religious 
which predated Vatican II and which the council tried to 
overcome. 


MANY BISHOPS, he said, had not given much 
thought to their responsibility for pastoral ministry to 
Religious and had not been trained in the seminary to 
understand the religious life. 


Despite the work of Vatican II and several subsequent 
Vatican documents, he said, a separation continues and 
the purpose of the Quinn commission is to help the 
bishops render the needed pastoral service. 


Archbishop Kelly said meetings of local bishops and 
Religious across the country, held at the commission’s 
request, were not merely preparation for some action or 
report but were themselves part of the commission’s 


service in promoting dialogue that had not existed before. 


between Religious and bishops. 
GREATER ATTENTION had been paid to women 


Religious not only because of the difficulty of trying to 
“interpret American women to Roman men,”’ but also 
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American man interprets U.S. women to Roman man 


because there are more women than men Religious and 
because many of the male orders, such as his own, had 
begun their renewal processes before Vatican II and had 
worked through many of the adjustments. 


Archbishop Kelly acknowledged that ‘‘obedience and 
structures of authority’’ were among the areas of concern. 
But he said that since the religious life was ‘‘not of divine 
origin,’’ in the sense that Christ did not establish religious 
congregations as such, some freedom in making changes 
could be exercised. 


“If authority structures are not working they can be 
changed,”’ he said. 


ARCHBISHOP KELLY said that the commission 
wishes to have topics such as consecration, witness and 
identity of Religious, as well as authority, discussed when 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops meets in 
Collegeville, Minn., this June. The commission will wait 
until it hears that discussion before deciding how to 
proceed with another phase of hearings, he said. 


The commission was not intended to be permanent, 
Archbishop Kelly said, but it has no set length of time for 
its work. : 


He said the commission was specifically asked to study 
the decline in vocations. For many people, he said, the 
decline is ‘‘the’’ crisis. 


A PROBLEM in religious vocations, Archbishop Kelly 
said, is the call for lifetime commitment. 


The Church can find many ways to use the many 
young people willing to commit only a few years, he said, 
but permanent commitment is an essential part of the 
religious life. 


He said the Church does not have to enlist the large 
numbers of Religious it had in the United States prior to 
Vatican II, but it must have the witness of some who do 
make the religious commitment. ‘‘That we cannot 
dispense with,’’ he said.

Two nuns have been named chancellors in the Dioceses 
of Corpus Christi, Texas, and Stockton, and a third nun 
has been named vice chancellor in the Diocese of 
Paterson, N.J. 


The three, all appointed in late March or early April, 
are: 
¢ Immaculate Heart of Mary Sister Arlene 
Jekielek, named chancellor in Corpus Christi by Bishop 
Rene H. Gracida. 


¢ Dominican Sister Lorraine Pagendarm, 
appointed chancellor in Stockton by Bishop Roger M. 


Mahony. 

¢ Sister of St. Joseph Margaret Mary Lawler, 
named vice chancellor in Paterson by Bishop Frank 3h 
Rodimer. 


All three nuns replace priests. 


Bishops Mahony and Rodimer noted that the new 
Code of Canon Law allows nuns and and lay persons to 
be chancellors. 


CANON LAW says a chancellor’s duties include 
ensuring that official documents of the Church are 
disseminated and functioning as official diocesan 
archivist. Other responsibilities can vary from diocese to 


‘Baby Doe’ regulations signed by Heckler 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The final “Baby Doe’’ 
regulations designed to protect handicapped infants from 
a denial of medical treatment were signed by Health and 
Human Services Secretary Margaret M. Heckler April 
15. ' 

The regulations, devised to implement legislation 
passed by Congress in 1984, allow a withholding of 
medical treatment but not water and food from a 
handicapped newborn in only limited situations: 

¢ When the baby is irreversibly comatose. 

¢ When the baby’s death is inevitable and 
treatment would only prolong dying. 

¢ When the treatment would be so severe and so 
likely to be futile that its use would be inhumane. 


The Reagan administration had attempted to set 
regulations before, but the effort was turned back by the 


-courts. Congress’ passage of a law to protect. the 


handicapped babies cleared the way for the new 
regulations, 


An appendix to the new rules stipulates that “quality of 
life’? arguments — contending that a child’s “quality of 
life’’ would be poor if he or she lived — are not to be used 


to deny medical care to handicapped newborns. The 
appendix was described by HHS as an “interpretive 
guideline’’ and ‘‘not as binding rules of law.’’ 


THE ‘BABY DOE” rules are named after a 
handicapped infant boy who was denied food and medical 
treatment in Indiana in 1982, sparking a major 
controversy. 


A second ‘‘Baby Doe,’ a girl, was born in 1983 and 
was the subject of heated legal proceedings over 
treatment, which her parents initially were reluctant to 
obtain. Eventually, the medical care was provided and 
she went home with her parents. She is now 18 months 
old. 


HHS said it got some 116,000 letters supporting the 
regulations. 


HECKLER SAID that the regulations reflect ‘a 
careful balance between the need to establish effective 
protection of the rights of disabled infants and the need to 
avoid unreasonable governmental intrusion into the 
practice of medicine and parental responsibilities. ’’ 


The rules are scheduled to become effective in mid- 
May. States have until Oct. 9 to conform to them in order 
to receive federal child abuse prevention grants.

AT SAN LUIS Obispo and San 
Antonio, the presidente again confirmed.

In the early 
years, baptism was often deferred unless 
there was danger of death. 


THE NUMBER of baptisms often 
depended on the bushels of beans, corn 
and wheat available to feed them. And, to

further complicate matters, the governor 
could determine whether or not double 
rations were to be allowed. 


The ‘‘double ration’’ helped to a great 
extent to bridge the scarcity of food. For 
example, Fray Fermin Lasuén at San 
Diego stated in 1777 that by means of the 
double rations, he was able to maintain 
five Baja California Indians, shepherds, 
interperters, the sick, some orphans and a 
few laborers. 


Ultimately, all rations were suspended 
to the missions and somehow the 
foundations managed to survive, though 
with some difficulty.

Abortions may be increasing among Catholic students

ST. LOUIS (NC) — The minimal 
increase in pregnancies reported among 
Catholic high school students may 
indicate a growing number are seeking 
abortions, a panelist told a counseling 
workshop April 10 at the National 
Catholic Educational Association 
convention in St. Louis. 


“Our heads are in the sand if we think 
that (abortion is) not happening in our 
schools, even grade schools,’’ said 
Patricia Tierney, coordinator for Catholic

The feeling of falling in love is powerful . 


and exciting. Yet the emotional intensity 
of falling in love cannot be sustained. 
Love needs more than feeling. 


First, love needs time to really get to 
know another, to discover likes and 
dislikes, values and goals. Without this, a 
person’s ‘‘I love you’’ may be based on 
superficial knowledge and fail to reflect 
the type of commitment these words 
should reflect. Going fast in love is a sure 
path to hurt. 


This does not mean we should fight our 
feelings, as the song suggests. Rather, we 
need to balance our feelings with 
awareness of how well or how little we 
know the other person. 


We should be sure of what we are © 


trying to communicate in the words ‘“‘I 
love you.’’ Is this a statement of affection, 
of caring friendship or of sexual 
attraction? 


Sometimes individuals say ‘‘I love 
you”’ too easily, without reflecting on 
what they are attempting to communicate 
to the other. The result is a 
miscommunication that can end up 
hurting both individuals. 


“T love you”’ also brings expectations, 
ideas and feelings that need to be 
discussed. How often do we expect the 
other person to be with us? Is this an 
exclusive relationship or are both people 
still free to see other people? What type of 
commitment is each person making and is 
there a difference in these commitments? 


These questions are not easy to answer. 
But, like anything valuable and 
important, love requires lots of care. Start 
slow if you hope to build a real caring 
toward one another.

Don’t despair at rejection by a college 


WASHINGTON (NC) — College 
applicants with their sights set on a 
particular school should not despair if that 
school does not accept them, said an 
admissions officer at The Catholic 
University of America. 


“Tt’s a fact that most students who 
apply to extremely selective colleges are 
not accepted. That doesn’t mean the 
students won’t be successful at other 
schools and in life,’’ said the admissions 
officer, Helena Joiner. 


USUALLY STUDENTS end up at 
their second or third choice, Joiner said. 


One reason certain institutions are so 
selective is the entrance prerequisites, she 
said. Colleges and universities not only 
require students to be well-rounded in the 
sciences and the humanities, but also to 
have ‘‘good (achievement test) scores, 
class rank and extracurricular activities,”’ 
she added. 


Persistent applicants who think they 
simply must get into a particular school 
should enter another school for a year, 
then apply for a transfer back to their 
original choice, Joiner said. 


“BUT THE student should realize 
that most selective schools accept only a 
limited number of transfers,’’ she said.

on sexism and women’s rights are being 
used by some dioceses in response to the 
problem, she said. 


Such courses should work toward 
dispelling ‘‘some of the myths that teen- 
agers have picked -up along the way,”’ 
Tierney said. ‘‘They are naive and 
ignorant even though they seem 
streetwise.’’ 


But such programs offer only a ‘‘Band- 
Aid approach if we don’t consciously try 
to put the philosophy of Catholic 
education into practice and give our 
young people a sense that they are loved 
and worthwhile’’ from kindergarten on, 
she said. 


ACCORDING TO Tierney, Catholic 
high school policies regarding teen-age 
pregnancies are pro-life and generally 
allow the students to continue their 
educations with support from parents, 
counselors, administrators and church 
agencies. She reported that in a survey of 
40 dioceses, only three had policies of 
automatic expulsion in cases of pregnancy 
of an unwed girl or by an unwed boy. 


“‘All others responded that while we 
must uphold the Church’s teaching, we 
must also reach out to the girl or boy 
involved,’’ she said. 


Sister Elaine Englert, principal of 
Nazareth Academy in Rochester, N.Y., 
told the panel that her school took a risk in 
deciding 17 years ago to allow pregnant 
students to continue attending the 
114-year-old girls’ high school. There are 
still questions of judgment, said Sister 
Englert, a Sister of St. Joseph of the Third 
Order of St. Francis, but ‘‘our answer 
revolves around the Gospel message and 
question: What would Jesus do?”’ 


SISTER OF St. Joseph Natalie Lafser, 
head of guidance at St. Thomas Aquinas 
High School in Florissant, Mo.,’ reported 
on the work of a task force formed three ~ 
years ago by the New York State Catholic 
Conference to study the problem of teen- 
age pregnancy. 

The task force said ‘‘no current trend is 
more alarming than the growing rate of 
teen-age pregnancies’’ and recommended 
that all Catholic schools establish 
educational programs in human 
sexuality, develop educational materials 
to convey the Church’s message for - 
sexual morality and develop pastoral 
plans and policies for dealing with student 
pregnancies. 

The task force did not recommend that 
schools make policy statements on 
whether pregnant students should be 
expelled or not, but advised instead that 
each case be dealt with individually, 
Sister Lafser said.

themselves. 


SHE QUOTED Ezekiel 22: 30, where God says He 
looked ‘‘for someone who could build a wall or stand in 
the breach before me to keep me from destroying the 
land; but I found no one.”’ a 


“Jesus Christ is the one Who perfectly fulfilled that 
Scripture’’ and filled the ‘‘insurmountable gap’’ between , 
God and man. ‘‘We too, those who become intercessors, 
stand in the gap. It is a role for strong men and strong 
women.’’ Christians can plead to God ‘‘and do war 
against the enemy.”’ 


An intercessor needs to be obedient to God’s word, 
should pray daily and ought to be prepared to be changed 
in the process, she said.

NEW YORK (NC) — Newsweek 
magazine recently ran a cover story on 
the fight against pornography, thus 
anointing it with a media respectability 
that up to now has been withheld. 


True, the overwhelming emphasis of 
the piece was on the efforts of feminists. 
There was no mention of the National 
Consultation on Pornography held in 
Cincinnati last fall, an event attended by 
more than 500 Protestant ministers and 
laity from all over the country. 


THE CONSULTATION, moreover, 
was the occasion for a speech by Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin of Chicago in which he 
illustrated how the struggle against 
pornography is very much a part of the 
‘seamless garment,’’ or consistent ethic 
of life. 


Nor was there any ‘mention of the 
effective grass-roots campaigns being 
carried on by such organizations as the 
Phoenix-based Citizens for Decency 
Through the Law; the National 
Federation for Decency, founded by the 
Rev. Donald Wildmon, the articulate and 
resourceful Methodist minister from 
Tupelo, Miss.; and Morality in Media, 
founded by Jesuit Father Morton Hill, a 
man who has labored through this vital 
cause long, long before Newsweek 
dreamed of taking up such a subject. 


The feminists are altogether on target 
in declaring that pornography violates the 
rights of women, and we all owe them a 
debt of gratitude. (That the media should 
be willing to take them more seriously 
than the Protestant and Catholic clergy 
and laity also involved is, of course, a 
telling commentary on who is hot and 
who is not, media-wise, but it need not 
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detain us here.) 


IT’S A quite serious issue. 
Pornography, as Cardinal Bernardin 
noted in his Cincinnati speech, 


diminishes life and in some contexts 
destroys life. It’s not the kind of thing 
worthy of the giggles and smirks it 
sometimes provokes in otherwise 
intelligent and fair-minded people. 


For those still inclined to treat it lightly, 
I offer the testimony of one of the letters 
sent to Newsweek after the story. 


It’s from a man with a fashionable 
suburban New York address, and he 
writes, ‘‘I can -understand how 
pornography might offend some women. 
Nevertheless, my wife and I enjoy 
X-rated material, and we resent deeply 
the efforts of anybody who wants to 
prevent us from easy access to it.’’ 


THERE ARE two aspects to the mind- 
set that pervades this chilling letter. The 
first, which the letter illustrates all too 
well, is how far the concept of 
comfnunity, the concept of the common 
good, has fled from egocentric American 
society. 

If I want to smoke, for example, I 
should be allowed to smoke wherever and 
whenever I wish because smokers have 
rights, too. And if I can afford a gas 
guzzler or if I can afford to go around ina 
stretch limo, I have every right to do so. 
And don’t talk to me about harming the 
national interest or depleting natural 
resources for future generations. My 
lifestyle is more important. ~ 


Thus, in order that our trendy 
suburban couple can have easy access to 
pornography, we have to allow our pre- 
teen-age children to be exposed to it in 
delicatessens and drugstores throughout

the country, and the community must 
suffer. 


THE SECOND aspect of this kind of 
thinking is even more disheartening. 
Smoking harms only the body, as does, 
eventually, the heedless consumption of 
natural resources. The pornography 
industry, however, 
overwhelmingly dependent upon 
photographs and movies, devours people. 


We may argue as much as we like 
about the effect of pornographic movies 
on the viewer, but who would care to 
deny that it has a horribly dehumanizing 
effect upon the young men and women 
who appear in them — even when, as is 
often not the case, they do it voluntarily? 


If you think otherwise, have a little talk 
with Franciscan Father Bruce Ritter, 
founder of Covenant House for abused 
and runaway youth. 
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WILDMON’S NATIONAL Federa- 
tion for Decency is sponsoring a national 
day of picketing April 27 directed 
primarily against 7-Eleven stores. 


Why? Because, as Mr. Wildmon 
eloquently puts it, “‘A massive day of 
picketing will give hope to millions of 
Christians — discouraged by the silence 
of the Christian community — that 
something can be done, and to the 
hundreds of thousands of innocent 
victims of pornography who wonder if 
anyone cares about them that someone 
does care.”’ 


Will the national media take note? 
Don’t count on it.
